Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 10-06-2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: new figures 13 and 14 
and any additions referencing them. There is no disclosure as to where these controls 
would have been on the device. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it is unclear 
how the valve would be operated either manually or automatically. Not enough structure 
is provided to be able to discern how the valve would be operated under these 
conditions. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-5 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Douwens, et al.-5148801 in view of Yoshikazu-JP09234247. 
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Douwens discloses a humidifier system for a breathing circuit having an inlet 
102, an outlet 103, a humidifier having a heater and a tank holding water 116, 
temperature sensors 121 and a controller 200 and a heated semi permeable membrane 
is 106. The air is heated parallel to air going through the water reservoir. Some of the air 
passes by the water breath while not over the water. However, the sensor indicating at 
least two of relative humidity, absolute humidity and temperature is not disclosed, nor is 
the ceramic member. However, using ceramic as the porous member instead of the 
insulating board of Douwens would have been an obvious design choice, as it was 
known in the art that ceramics would possess the needed characteristics of porosity and 
insulation and was readily available. Applicant has not disclosed any criticality as to the 
use of the ceramic material and the examiner contends that the prior art board would 
work equally as well as the ceramic. 

Yoshikazu discloses a humidifier for a breathing circuit having a controller which 
uses signals from sensors which measure humidity 1 1 and temperature 10 in order to 
calculate absolute humidity to control the heaters to cause the proper amount of 
moisture to be placed in the breathing air and to maintain the proper temperature. 

It would have been obvious to have provided the system of Douwens with the 
sensor arrangement of Yoshikazu, in order to more accurately measure and maintain 
the proper air temperature and humidity at levels prescribed to be beneficial to the 
particular patient. 

For claim 16, Douwens discloses the invention as claimed with the exception of 
the placing of the heater in series with the humidifier. As Douwens discloses in col. 6 
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lines 1-12 that the incoming air is preheated before it enters the water reservoir, it would 
have been obvious to have placed an air heater prior to or actually in the inlet 102 as 
this would be a mere rearranging of known parts. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 and 15-17 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
